To-day we lay before our 
readers, ahead of the Chicago papers, the 
decision of the Supreme Court at Ottowa, 
confirming the action of the lower court 
in the Anarchist Case. 
W $ want our sub­ 
scribers to understand tha t we give them 
the worth of their money. 


A little before noon to-day T he Te l e - 


graph rec* ived from Ottawa a special 
dispatch announcing that the Supreme 
court had to-day filed an opinion confirm­ 
ing the action of the lower court which 
found the Chicago anarchists guilty and 
sentenced the villains to be executed. 
The wording of the dispatch briefly is: 
“ Anarchist case is aifiimed; execution 
November eleventh, next.” 
With the ex­ 
cept ion of executing the judgment of the 
Chicago court, which found tho conspira­ 
tors guilty of a cruel crime, this eads one 
of the inos’ important trials which has 
ever come before the judiciary of this 
country. 
It is important for the reason 
that in all its bearings it homes nearer a 
crime growing out of political prejudices 
than any other, except that greatest of 
all crimes, the late rebellion, which has 
afflicted the American people. 
It is im 
portant for the reasoo that the anarchists 
are a dangerous lot of desperate men who 
have been growing in numbers and im 
portance in this countr}* to an alarming 
extent; and the crime for which those in 
Chicago were convicted was the first rea 
overt act committed by them in this coun 
try 
It was a crime against law and or 
der and good government. 
The murder 
ing of the Chicago policemen by the an 
archists was a brutal crime and all who 
were connected with the affair directly or 
Indirectly should suffer the very extreme 
penalty of the law. 
The society of an 
archist had grown lo such importance in 
this country, that it was not known to 
what extent tho prfwer of the order had 
reached. 
It was known that large sums 
of money bad been furnished to help 
them in the trial at Chicago; and when 
the court there, after a long and careful 
trial, finally held that they must be pun­ 
ished, then the rejoicing of law abiding 
people was only marred by the fear that 
our Sta te supreme court might reverse 
the decision. 
Therefore the opinion ren­ 
dered to-day at Ottawa has been looked 
for with great anxiety, aud great will be 
the rejoicing. 
The hnarchist is the enemy 
of mankind. 
The sentence of death was pronounced 
by Judge Gary the ninth of last October, 
on Spies, Parsons, Fielden, Lingg, Engel, 
Fischer and Schwab; while Neebe was 
sentenced to prison for fifteen years. 


—Pickpockets appear to follow soldiers’ 
reunions, and have had better success 
elsewhere than at Dixon.

Lon don, Sept 14.— Smith, Conserv ativ e 
leader, said in reply to a question in the 
house of commons Tuesday night, that the 
gov ernment would certainly v indicate the 
law if The Dublin Weekly News, which is 
owned by the lord may or of Dublin, who is a 
member of parliament and a justice of the 
peace, continued to publish the rejKjrts and 
notices of the suppressed branches of the 
league, as it had threatened to do. 
Nolan, Nationalist, asked if it was true that 
the cell in which O’Brien was confined was 
nine by four feet, and desired to know if Bal­ 
four would order reasonable accommoda­ 
tions for O’Brien. 
Balfour replied that he 
did not possess the desired knowledge, and 
that the prison rules prov ided reasonable ac­ 
commodations for prisoners who had not been 
brought to trial. 
Dillon said that it was manifest that the 
gov ernment ex ereisod the power of personal 
punishment toward their political opponents 
and especially toward the Irish. 
Therefore 
he had tho right to demand security from 
such unjust j>ower, and that political prison­ 
ers be not treated like ordinary pick-pockets. 
His ex perience with political imprisonment 
was that the quarters were wretched and the 
food meted out on the starvation system. “If,” 
ho concluded, “Mr. O’Brien is confined in an 
ordinary jail cell it is ex ceedingly cruel, for 
Mr. O’Brien is delicate and can nut stand 
such treatm ent.” 
Balfour, in replying, said that ho could not 
see how offenses against the crimes act dif­ 
fered from thcso committed against tho or­ 
dinary common law. 
llo had some dilli- 
culty in reconciling statements now made 
with language formerly used by Irish mem­ 
bers to the offoet that if tho crimes act were 
enforced the bulk of prisoners put in jail un- 
der its provisions would be better off than 
outside of prisons. 
Ho ivas unable to per­ 
ceive Low the Irish people made any distinc­ 
tion between those who incited the people to 
crime and those who actually committed tho 
outrages. 
O’Brien had himself to thank for 
his i resent disagreeable condition. 
If ho had 
answered tho summons, as ho should havo 
dono, even if convicted ho might have re­ 
mained at large prior to his Adjudication. 
Morley nex t addressed the house. 
He said 
that the action of tho Irish members was duo 
to the fact that tho ex ceptional law for Ire­ 
land forced the people to consequences of 
which 
the government had 
boon amply 
warned beforehand. 
Morley then spoke of 
tho treatm ent of political prisoners, arid said 
that no country subjected its political offend­ 
ers to such harsh discipline as England had 
shown toward the Irish members who had 
been confine« !. 
Tho action of tho govern­ 
ment showed plainly that they intended to 
rigorously enforce the coercion law during 
tho recesa 
Ho urged the government to 
grant an inquiry of the police in regard to 
tho Mitchell town affair, if only to satisfy the 
public. 
Labouchero stated that the report given by 
tho police about the affray was a groasly im­ 
pudent tissue of lies; that the government re­ 
porters wero liars as well os murderers. 
Parnell then spoke at length. 
He said that 
nothing would prove of more discredit fo tho 
government than their present treatm ent of 
political prisoners. 
Forster, Irish s ere tar y 
in 18 8 0, treated those who were imprisoned 
for political 
offenses 
with distinguished 
humanity, but tho present government tried 
to terrorize their opponents by treating their 
prisoners like t he basest criminals. 
Parnell 
declared that tho polieo at Mitchelltowm 
acted as mere cowards, and that they wore 
part and pm.:« 1 of a system that fo.Mere 1 a 
reign 
of 
terror 
within 
tho 
prison 
walls,and sanctioned murder outside. Instead 
of granting self-managarnent 
to Ireland, 
tho government had taken the unfortunate 
country by the throat and was using every 
endeavor to strangle it. 
Parnell sai« l that 
his only fear was that some men would be­ 
come so ex asperated by the government’s 
cruel tre atment that they would abandon 
all 
moderation and commit some wild act of re­ 
vengo. 
For his part he would continue to 
urge his countrymen to wait with patience 
and endurance until the time when home rule 
would bring them the desired relief. 
After the debate the appropriation bill was 
read for a third time, and the house ad­ 
journed until Friday, at which time it will 
be prorogue« 1. 
An ex citing scene occurred in the house 
during the afternoon. Graham, Liberal mem­ 
ber from Lanark, spoke disrespectfully of 
the house of lords, an« l refused to apologize; 
he was suspei led. 
Then Harrington, home 
ruler, used offensive language anil was or* 
dered by the speaker to resume his seat. 
He 
refused, declaring that tho speaker had been 
watching for a chance to pounce upon him. 
The speaker then named Harrington, and 
Smith moved his suspension, the home rulers 
laughing ironically, shouting, 
“ Hear the 
bookseller.” Graham offered an apology to 
the sjKiakor, but that gentleman perempto­ 
rily declined a jx jrsonal apology.
